NEW YORK LETTER ON 


MARKET CONDITIONS 


What Is Being Done in the Mart of 


the World Regarding 


Investments. 


(By J. S. Bache '& Co.) 


New York, Sept. S.—Money cor.sul- 


I orations have dominated the market 
' throughout the past week, inducing 
heavy sales on the part of profession- 
al operators. 
Prices declined sharp- 


ly, and stop loss orders were caught 
freejy on the decline. 
\v;hile 
the 


fundamental conditions remained un- 
changed, the fact that stocks had to 
a certain extent gone into weak hands 
left the market open to attack and 
declining prices forced this weakly- 
held stock on the market. 
There 


was a feeling of nervousness in the 
money markets of the entire world. 
A iarge Russian loan, in: the immedi- 
ate future, is said to be among ;.the 
possibilities of the situation, and if it 
is offered at this time, when the New 
York banks are losing nearly a mil- 
lion dollars, a day to the interior,' i-t 
is not 'improbable that we shall see 
sharp advances in money and lower 
prices for securities. 


One of the features of the 
past 


week has been the sharp decline in 
the price of copper in the London 
market. 
Official 
1 quotations were one- 


half cent a pound lower in New York, 
but these official prices do not reflept' 
the actual'market, and the amo\mt of 
copper which changes hands on the 
Exchange is negligible in comparison 
to the quantities handled by the lead- 
ing selling agencies and sold directly-, 
by the companies themselves. At the' 
present time leading copper consum- 
ers in this country are unable- to ob- 
tain copper even for. future delivery 
under 10%c a pound. 
The foreign 


market, and the official quotations loc- 
ally have probably been .manipulated 
for sympathetic effect on price of the 
Amalgamated 'shares. 


One of the most important influenc- 


es in holding prices during the week 
was the Iron Age report, showing a 
continuation cf prosperity 
in " the 


steel and iron trades. Steel rail or- 
ders 'for 190G are being placed freely.

In the peace treaty that .concluded 


the Franco-Prussian war 
Germany

'Paris when the preliminaries .were 
signed. After the capture of tbe,gay 
capital Emperor William added to the 
original demand an Indemnity of i?V 
200,0)0,000. 
M. Thiers succeeded in 


having this stupendous sum. reduced 
td $1,000,000,000. 
Most galling of all 


was the conversion of. the long disput- 
ed Alsace and Lorraine into German 
provinces. 


The latest war between Russia and 


•Turkey, that of 1S77, was ended by the 
preliminary peace of San Stefano, fol- 
lowed by the treaty of Berlin. It 'baa 
never been difficult for a Christian na- 
tion to find a pretext for -beginning a 
quarrel with the Turk, and the czar's 
excuse was the massacre of tbe Chris- 
tians In Bulgaria by the biushl buxouks, 


,.As It was. evident that. Turkey was 
j.jl'kely to get the most thorough drub- 


j bing she had ever received, the powers 


interfered and insisted upon a treaty. 
The sultan was a tremendous loser, but 
the Turk still remained in power suffi- 
cient to "preserve the peace of Eu- 
rope." 


When Japan Whipped China. 


One of the most Important peace 


treaties negotiated in modern times 
was that of Slmouoseki, between 'China 
and Japan. ,It is especially noteworthy 
because It was the first peace treaty 
between oriental nations conducted 
after the Caucasian fashion. It is In- 
teresting to Americans because John 
W. Foster, once the head of the Ameri- 
can department of state, was one of 
the representatives of China. By its 
terms Japan received'an indemnity of 
?200,000,000 and acquired the rich Is- 
land of Formosa. 
' The Spanish-American war treaty, 
.signed and ratified In ISOOi was .the 
latest addition to the collection of such 
documents' on file in the library of 
1 the 


state department. On July 26, 1898, 
Spain 
made 
overtures 
for 
peace 


through the French ambassador at 
Washington. 
When the'proceedings 


opened It was evident that the Spanish 
commissioners had come to Paris de- 
termined to obtain whatever advan- 
tage the dilatory tactics of peninsular 
diplomacy could bring about. It was 
also patent to the. American members 
of the commission that the other side 
had no Intention of adhering to the 
terms ot the protocol If by any means 
they could be avoided. The flrm stand 
assumed by the Americans at the out- 
set and maintained throughout the dis- 
cussions gave the dobs little opportu- 
nity to exercise their peculiar type of 
diplomacy. 


The treaty of Portsmouth ends the 


long list—at least for the present, pos- 
sibly forever.

The report of the com- 
mission was accompanied by a memo- 
randum from the. president in which 
he severely scores the Merganthaler 
company 
for 
making 
unfounded 


charges of corruption against a public 
official as being second only in ini- 
quity to corruption itself. 


Allows Contract to Stand. 


The inquiry was made by specialdi- 


rection of the president on account o£ 
a protest which ho had received from 
officials of the Mcrgenthaler Typeset- 
ting Machine Company against the 
award of a contract by Public Printer 
Frank W. Palmer to the Lanston Mon- 
otype Company for seventy-two ma- 
chines of its make. 


By order of the president, the con- 


tract with the Lanston company was 
held up until an investigation was held 
np until an investigation could bo 
made with the view of ascertaining 
whether the charges of favoritism and 
corruption in the letting of the con- 
tract were substantially founded. 


As heretofore published, the Presi- 


dent decided, after an examination 
of the Keep report, that the contract 
for 
the Lanston 
machines should 


stand. The Keep commission report- 
ed that if the contract could be set 
aside "such a course would be desir- 
able," although the commission states 
expressly that "no corruption, pay- 
ment or promise passed from the Lan- 
ston Monotype Company to the public- 
printer or to any person in the gov- 
ernment service, 


Wives Are Interested. 
/ 


It was developed by the investiga- 


tion, however, that two important as- 
sistants of the public printer were in- 
directly interested in 
the 
Lanston 


company, "their wives being stock- 
holders, therein." 
The 
commission 


shows that a fair and impartial test 
of the Lanston and Mergenthaler ma- 
chines was not made and, reports that 
the purchase of so large a number 


• of Lanston machines was "improvi- 


dent" and indicated "great partiality 
and bias on the part of the public 
printer." 


The report of the 
commission 
is 


voluminous, containing about 1G.OOO 
words. 
Accompanying it is a mem- 


orandum by President Roosevelt in 
which he approves the report except 
as to the disposition of the contract 
for the Lanston machines, which he 
has directed shall stand.
